+ any Man,for ic not only charges the Priſoner with a Traicerous defign of ſubyerting che Government, and 
raiſing 
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War and Rebellion within the Kingdom ; which was to be done by adheringto the King's 


Enemies, and promoting a Forreign Invaſion, but likewiſe with a Con iracy againit the 
Life of che King, which was to have been taken away by a bloody Afſaflinacion. 


Gentlemen, the Indi&tment ſets forth, That Sir Wl. Parkjns, the Priſoner at the Bar, 
did meet ſeveral times with Chernock and other falſe Traytors ; and there it: was conſulted, 
and agreed how they ſhould procure French Forces to Land within this Kingdom , and 
then they were co raiſe Rebellion among his Majeſty's Subjects, ro joyn with the Invadors. 
Mr. Chernock was ſent from the Priſoner at the Bar,and the reſt, as a Meſſenger into France, 
unto the late King Fames to acquaint him with this Bloody Deſign ; and to deſire him to 
borrow of the French King as many Troops as he could ſpare to make a Deſcent upon 
this Kingdom, and they at the ſame time were to facilitate the Deſcent, by getting as ma- 
ny Men as they could to make the, Aſſaflination; and the number of Forry was pitched 
upon, Who were to be provided for that purpoſe, of which the Prifoner at the Bar was to 
find Five, who were to lye in wait with the reſt, and ſet upon the King as he came along 
in his Coach upon his Return from Hunting. Some were to affault and attack the Guards, 
while others were barbarouſly to Afſſaflinate and Murder the King in his Coach : and par- 
ticularly ic Charges the Priſoner with undertaking to procure and provide Five Horſes and 
Arms that were to be Imployed in this Bloody Aflaflination , and alfo with gathering to- 
gether great Quantities of Arms and Ammunition that were to be uſed inthe Infurrection. 
To this Inditment the Priſoner has pleaded Not Guilty ; if he benot Guilky, God forbid 
he ſhould be Convicted ; but if he be Guilty, and we prove the Fact, the Nation expects 
that you will do Juſtice to the King and Kingdom, and find him fo. 


Mr. Attorn. Gen. May it pleaſe your Loxdſhip, and you Gentlemen of the Jury, the Pri- 
ſoner at the Bar, Sir William Parkyns, ſtands Indidted of High Trealon, for Compaſling the 
Death of his Majeſty, and adhering to his Majeſty's Enemies ; and the Overt Acts laid in 
the Indictment to prove this Treaſon are, That-he with others had feveral Meetings and 
Conſultations about this Deſign, and ſent a Meſſenger over to France to the late King 
James, to procure French Forces to Invade the Kingdom, to Depole the King, and fub- 
je the Kingdom to a French Power : And likewiſe that he did enter into a Conſpiracy 
with ſeveral Perſons for the Aſſaſſination of his Majeſty's Royal Perſon. Theſe are the 
Co Acs mentioned in the Indiftment, to prove this Charge of Treaſon againſt the 
Priloner. 


Gentlemen, the Evidence to prove theſe Overt Acts, and which we ſhall produce, will 
be in this manner. It will oy that the Priſoner at the Bar, Sir Wiliam Parkyns, has 
formerly had a Commiſſion from King Fames to raiſe a Regiment of Horſe, and about 
May laſt, he with ſeveral others had a Meeting at the Old King's head in Leadenball-ſtreet, 
where were preſent my Lord of Aylesbury, my Lord Montgomery, Sir William Parkyns, Sir 
Fobn Fred, Sir fobn Fenwick ; Mr. Chernock, Mr. Porter, and one Mr. Cook ; and Goodman 
came in to them after Dinner. And at that Meeting it was Conſulted and Conferted a- 
mong them, how they ſhould bring back the late King James, and Depole his prefent Ma- 
jeſty ; and in order to that they did Reſolve to fend Mr. Chernock as'a Meſlengerto thelate 
King Fames, to deſire him toobtain from the French King 10000 Men to Invade this 
Kingdom ; 8000 Foot, 1000 Horle, and xo000 Dragoons; and to Incourage the late 
King to this, they did aſſure him by the ſame Meſſenger, that they would meet him with 
2000 Horſe upon his Landing ; and they did all undertake and agree that they would do 
it; and Mr. Cherneck undertook to go of this Meſlage. 


' Gentlemen, about a Week after this Meeting, Mr. Chernock not being willing to go up- 
on this Errand without a good Aſſurance that they intended. to perform what they had 
Reſolved upon, they therefore had another Meeting of moſt of the ſame Perſons that were 
at the former, and particularly the Priſoner at the Bar was one; and that was at Mrs. 
Mountjojes « Tavern in St. James «ſtreet. And at that Meeting they did all agree, as for- 
merly, and continued in their former Reſolution, to ſend Mr. Chernock to aſfure the late 
King, that they would meet him, according as they had promiſed, if he would give 
them notice where he was to Land,” and he ſhould not fail of their Afﬀiſtance. And at 
theſe Meetings they did take notice, that then was the moſt proper time for ſuch an In- 
vaſion ; for the King. was gone to Flanders, moſt of the Forces were drawn thither, and 
the People were diſlatisfied, and fo it would be the fitteſt opportunity to accompliſh their 
Deſign ; and they deſired Mr. Chernock to make haſte = carry this Meſſage, and to In- 
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treat King James that he would be fpeedy and expeditious in his. coming, that, ipht 
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Gentlemen, after theſe Meetings, Mr. Chernock did within a few days go over into 
France, and did deliver his Meſſage to the late King James, who took it very kindly, buc 
ſaid that the French King could nor ſpare fo many Forces that year, having other work to 
Imploy them about : upon which, within a Months time, or leſs, he came back again, 
and brought an account of his Meſſage to thoſe Gentlemen char fent him. This was in 
May or Fune laſt, and fo the further proſecution of the Deſign ceaſt at chat time. 


But Gentlemen, the laſt Winter it was revived again, and attempted, and carried on 
very near to the obtaining a fatal Succeſs. And you will hear that the Priſoner at the 
Bar, Sir William Parkyns, has had too great a hand, and been a very great Inſtrument in 
both the Parts of this wicked Conſpiracy and Treaſon ; not only in the Invaſion, which 
he with others ſent the Meſſenger over to pocure, bur alfo in the other part, the blackeſt 
part, even the Aſſaflination of the King's Perſon. 


About Fanuary laſt Sir George Barclay, a Lieutenant of the Guards to King James in 
France, was (ent over into England to ingage Perſons to joyn in the Conſpiracy and Aſlal- 
fination 3 and for his Afiſtance there were fent over with him, and before and after him, 
ſome 20 Troopers of the late Kings, that were his Guards in France. And Sir George Barclay 
tro incourage the Perſons that were to joyn, and whom he had brought over with him, pre» 
tended an Authority tojuſtifie ic, that is, a Commiſſion from the late King Fames, and he 
Communicates this Deſign to Mr. Chernock, Mr. Porter, and ſeveral others, and amongſt the 
reſt to the Priſoner at the Bar, Sir William Parkyns, having a great Confidence in him, amd 
did acquaint him he had ſuch a Commiſſion, and he ſhewed ic him, and chat Commiſfion 
was to levy War againſt the King's Perſon'; which they took to be a ſufficient Authority 
for them to Aſſaflinate the King's Perſon. 


Gentlemen, in order to the accompliſhing this horrid Conſpiracy, there were feveral 
Meetings, and Conſultations had, at which the Priſoner at the Bar was preſent, and very 
* aQtive, Sometimes they met at Capt. Porter's Lodzings, at another time at the Naggs-bead 
' in Covent-Garden, at another time at the Sur in the Strand, and another timie at the Globe 
in Hatton-Garden,in order to accompliſh this Deſign : And at theſe Meetings, you will hear, 
they did propoſe ſeveral ways and methods for the execution of it ; and, ſeveral Perſons, 
particularly one of them that have ſuffered che Puniſhment of the Law for this, were ap- 
pointed to go and view the Ground where che King's Perſon might moſt conveniently be 
aſſaulted, Mr. King, that was Executed for ic, was one, Capt. Porter was another, and one 
Knightly- was the third ; and theſe did go-to fee the Ground, And the day before they 
went there was a Meeting, at which was preſent the Priſoner at the Bar, and others, where- 
in *ewas concluded upon that they ſhould go ; and they went accordingly to ſee. the moſt 
convenient place for it. They went to Brentford, and afterwards to the other ſide of the 
Water to Richmond, and ſurvey'd all the Ground, and the Place they pitch'd upon as the 
moſt proper for their purpoſe, was when his Majeſty ſhould Return from Hunting, to do 
it in the Lane betwixt Brentford and Tarnham-Green. And accordingly, when they return'd 
in the Evening, they came by appointment to the place where therelt of the Accomplices 
were to meet, at the Nagg's-bead Tavern in St. Fames's, and gave an account of ther Pro» 
ceedings, and at that Meeting likewiſe was Sir Wi#iam Parkyns the Priſoner at the Bar, Mr. 
Chernock, and ſeveral others, and upon the Report of Capt. Porter, and Mr. King's Expe- 
dition, they did Reſolve the thing ſhould be done in that place, and that it ſhould be done 
in chis manner. 


Sir George Barclay with about $ or ro in his Party, who were to be choſen out of all the 
other Parties, were to aſfaule-the King's Coach, and endeavour to kill the King, and all 
the reſt that were in the 'Coach with him, whilſt the others, in two Parties, were toattack 
the Guards. ; the number in all was to be about 40. This was fully agreed upon. 


And, Gentlemen, the firſt time that they Reſolved 'to put this Traiterous Deſign in 
Execution, was the Fifteenth of February, which was a Saturday : the uſual day that the 
King was wont to go a Hunting in; but it hapned by great Providence that the King did 
not go abroad that day. h

ther; and Dwrance was likewiſe imployed to view the-Inns about Tuwrnham-Green and Brem- 
ford, for the lodging of their Men, who were to be placed two or three in an Inn, that they 
might not be obſerved. 


Gentlemen, the firſt Day appointed for the accompliſhing this Deſign, which was the 
15th of February, being over, and they diſappointed ; yet they did afterwards reſolve to g0 
on and execute it. And the next Saturday, which was the 22th of February, was picched 
upon for the time of Execution ; and accordingly on Friday the 21th of February, the 
day before, there was a Meeting at the Nag's-bead in Covent Garden ; and there was preſent 
Sir George Barclay, Capt. Porter, and fzveral others, and among(t the reſt, the Priſoner at 
the Bar was there ; chey had ar firſt ſome Diſcourſe among them that they were in doubt, 
becauſe of the firſt Diſappointment, whether there had not been ſome Diſcovery 3 but 
that Doubt was ſoon over; for it was faid, it could not be fo, for then they ſhould not 
have been there together. That ſeemed probable, and the Diſappointment was imputed to 
ſome Accidenc, and that gave them new Aſſurance to go on, and they were reſolved to 
do it in the ſame manner, as they had formerly refolved, on the next Day, -which was 
Saturday. 


Gentlemen, at that Meeting Mr. Porter acquainted them that he had the Misfortune to 
have ſome of his Hotles fallen ſick or lame, and he acquainted the Priſoner with itz and 
Sir William Parkyns was careful to ſupply him with other Horſes, and told him, he could 
get a Note from one Lews, who I think is Major of the Horſe ro my Lord Feverſham, to 
get three Horſes, and accordingly he did ſend a Note for three Horſes to Mr. Lews. 


Upon the 22th of February in the Morning, which was the time for the Execution of 
this bloody Conſpiracy , they had mer together, and reſolved to go on with it, 
and put it in Execution; and they had Notice from Chambers that the King 
did go a Hunting that Day, and there was great Joy among them all, thinking 
themſelves ſure ; and fo they ordered all things to be got ready. But afterwards, about 
One a Clock, there came ocher News, that the King did not go abroad, but the Guards 
were all come back in great haſte, their Horſes being all of a Fvam, and the King's Coach- 
es were ſent back to the Mews; then they began to be in a great Conſternation, and they 
thought the ching had taken Air, and was dilcovered,. This, Gentlemen, is a ſhort Ac- 
count how it will appear upon the Evidence as tothe Conſpiracy of Aſſaflinating the King, 
and the ſeveral Meetings and Conſultations about ir ; at which the Priſoner at the Bar, 
Sir William Parkyns, was preſent. 


But, Gentlemen, there will be alittle more Evidence, if it be neceſſary, to confirm this 
former Evidence, and to thew che part that the Priſoner at the Bar had in this barbarous, 
Treaſonable Conſpiracy : For it will appear, that, as the Priſoner had a Commiſion from 
the late King James to raiſe a Regiment of Horſe, and had ſent a Meſſenger into France 
to invite the late King over, with zoooo French; fo he had made great Preparation of 
Arms to be ready for that Purpoſe. About Michaelmas laſt, the Priſoner at the Bar ſent a 
parcel of Goods, as he called them, which were. put iato Caſes, I think they were abour 
Eighe ſmall Boxes, pur in very large Caſes, and ſent down by his Order inco the Country, 
unto one Haywood. It ſcems this Haywood had married Mr. Chernock's Siſter, and Cher- 
neck writ a Letter to him, and deſired that he would give Sir Wiliam Parkyns leave to 
lodge ſome Goods there, which were of great value, and he durſt not truſt them at his 
own Houſe in Warwickſhire, becauſe his Servants were not thereto look after them, and 
accordingly upon that Letter Mr. Haywood did give leave that the Goods ſhould be carried 
thither, and they were fo, and there they were lock'd up priyately; and kept till this Bar- 
barous Conſpiracy wasdiſcovered ; then you will find the Priſoner at the Bar ſent his own 
Servant down, the- Tueſday after the Diſcovery, and gave him Orders immediately ( his 
Name is Ubanck, and he is the Groom, and looks after his Horſes) to go down to War- 
wickſhire to one Evans, who carried the Goods, to deſire. him with all ſpeed to remove thoſe 
Goods, and co take care to remove them privacely, and to ſecure'them,, and to hide them. 
And accordingly on Wedneſday he came there, which was' Aſh-Wedneſday ; and acquainted 
Evan with what Sir William had ordered him, and they went that very Night with a Cart 
to Mr. Haywood's ; and though it was late, and they were deſired to ſtay till the next Morn. 
ing, they would not; they ſaid, they could Gay no longer, but would remoye the Goods 

imme- 
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immediately ; and accordingly they were carried from thence that Nighe, to Sir Wiliar; 
Parkyns own Houſe in Warwickſhire; and there they were buried in the Garden. Theſe 
Goods that were of this great value were pur inta the Ground to preſerve them. But af. 
ter this Diſcovery, Sir liam Parkyns being accufgd, and his Name put inthe Proclamati- 
on, and a Search being ordered to be made at his Houle, theſe Gnods chat lay hid ar Hey: 
wood's, and upon the removal thence were this buried in the Ground, came to be difeq- 
vered, and the Caſes were broken open, and then they did appear co bs Goods of an ex. 
traordinary Nature indeed, for you will find they were Horſe Arms for Troopers ; the! e 
were ewo and thirty Carbines, five andewenty Caſes of Piſtols, and about forty odd Swords 
without Hilts upon them, but the Hits lay looſe by them ; fo that this will make ic appa- 
rent, withoue Diſpute, how far the Priloner at the Bar has engaged in this Conſpiracy, 
and what Preparations he had made for the Execution of it. 


Gentlemen, it will appear furcher againſt the Priſoner at the Bar, that he hath had a 
conſiderable Number of Horſes, that have frequently been brought up fiom his Houſe in 
Hartfordfbire to the George-Inn in Houlbourn. 


But before we come to that, I would acquaint you with another particular part of cur 
Evidence, that is precedent in point of time. About Chriſtmas lait, the Priſoner did ac- 
quaint one Sweet, who is an Officer of the Exciſe, (and 1 am very ſorry that we ſhould 
have any ſuch Officers, that ſhould be thought fie to be incruſted with Secrets of this nature} | 
Sir William Parkyns acquainted this Sweet, and gave him an Account that he had long bad 
an Aſſurance that King Fames would Land, but now he had it under his own Hand, chat 
he would land very ſpeedily, and that he had made Preparations for chat purpoſe to meer 
him. That great things were expe&ed from him ; that his own Troop was ready, and ir 
conſiſted chiefly of old Souldiers ; and that ſeveral Perſons who had been Officers would 
be Volunteers under him. He ſaid, he intended to go into Leicefterſhire, and there he was 
to mece ſeveral Gentlemen from the North, and from the Weſt, to conſider , and ſettle a 
Correſpondence how to meet the late King upon his Landing ; and accordingly Sir Wil;am 
Parkyns did go, and you will have an account that he came to Leiceſter on Friday night, one 
Sendnters went along with him, there he ftaid all Saturday , and a good part of Sunday. 
There came ſeveral perſons to him while he was at Leiceſter, particularly one Captain Yar- 
dorowgh, the Son of Sir Thomas Yarborongh, and a Parlon, who laid they came as far as from 
York to meet Sir William Parkyns at Leiceſter ; and there was great reſort thither at that time, 
as you will hear from the Witneſſes, Sir V/Villiam Parkyns came back again from Leiceſfter to 
Brickbill, chat night, and returned to his own Houſe on Monday night ; and atter his re- 
turn, he acquainted this Sweet, that he had been his Journey to Leiceffer ; that he mer with 
ſeveral Gentlemen there from the North, and other places, and had ſetled a Correſpon- 
dency, and had foundthem all fully Ingaged , and well Inclined, all went well, and there 
was no danger of any Miſcarriage at all; and this was about Fanuary laſt, that this Expe- 
dition was made by the Priſoner. 


And now, Gentlemen, as to that particular about the Horſes, which were ſo frequemly 
brought up this laſt Winter from his Houſe in Harifordſbire, to the George-Inn in Holbours ; 
there is one very unfortunate Circumſtance that attends this Matter ; that is, that chefe 
Horſes were brought to Town juſt the ſeveral Nights before the King was to be aſfaſlinated; 
for upon Thurſday the 13th of February, he being in Town, ſent DireRions to his Groom 
co bring up three of his Horſes on Friday, which was the 14th in the Afternoon, and all 
theſe Horſes were furniſhed with Piſtols and Furniture for Troopers ; according to thoſe Di- 
re&ions his Servant brought up the three Hotſes, and he came and acquainted his Mafter 
chat they were brought upaccording to his Order ; Sir William Parkyns was then at his Lodg- 
ings, which were in the Houle where Mr.Chernock did lodge ; when his Man had told 
him the Horſes were come, he pretended at firſt chat he had had ſome Thoughts of going 
out of Town that Evening, but that he had changed his Mind, and would go in the Morn- 
ing ; and he would have the Horſes ready againſt the next Morning, which was Saturday 
the 15th, the firſt Day upon which the Aſſaflination was intended co be pur in Execution. 


The next Morning when his Man came to him again, he had changed his Mind, and 
he would not go out of Town in the Morning, but he would go in the Afrernoon; 
and it will appear that he did not go out of Town that Day, nor the next Day, 
nor till -Mondey;z and then the De had miſcarried by the King's not going 
abroad a Saturday, and the Horſes were carried back; and when he went our 


of Town upon Monday, one Holwes went along with him, and he went with him to 
his 
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his houſe in Hartford(bire ; and there he ſtaid until Fryday after, which was the Day be- 
tore the next time that was appointed for che Execution of che Afſaſſination. And upon 
the Fryday they came up again, and:then there-were more Horles, 4 or 5, that were 
brought up that Day ;:and all of them with Piſtolls,and, Jack Bootcs, and other Furni- 
ture and Accoutrimentsfor Troopers ; and theſe came to the George Inn, where Sir Wil. 
Parkins gave his man Eubank perticuler Orders, to þe very Aly the next Morning art 
Kenſington ; that wasthe 224.,;and he was to go, as. he-told him,to one Brown, that he 
faid was Concern'd in the Kings Kitchin,and Liv'd 2 Doors off the Gate that turns up 
co the Kings houſe, and he was to tell him he was Sir #. Parkinss ſervant, but that he 
came from a mai that Lodg'd at-a Confefioners ;houſe over againſt Greys Inw; in 
which place by the Deſcription of the perſon, youwill find Sir Geo. Barclay lodged. 

The man went accordingly at 8 a Clock inthe Morning to Kenſington, and inquir'd 
out this Brown, and mct with him, -and told him he was Sir W. Parkisys ſervant, bur 
came trom the Gentleman that Lodg'd at the ConfeCtioners in Holbowrn. Brown ſaid 
he had nothing to ſay.to him, bur bid him give him his Almanack, and he writ jn 
ir, that he wou'd be in Town in hours himlcit, and wait upon him: And bid him 
carry that to the man that lodg'd at the Confettioners,and this Brown by the Circum- 
ſtances of the whole, mult probably be one of che Orderly men who lodg'd at Ken-- 
ſington, to give notice when the King, and rhe Gurds went our. | 

Sir Hil. Parkmy's ſervant came back to the Confeftioners houſe, and there he mer 
with a man that went by the name of Rogers ; hel tell you he was a Scorch man, . for; 
he ſpoke broad Scorch,and hell give you a particular Delcri pron of the man,by which 
I believe it will appear that it was Sir Geo, Barclay, Sir Wil. Parkins's ſervant after, he 
had Deliver'd his Mefſuage to this Rogers, came back to his Maſter, and told hinthe 
had done his Errand according as he was order'd, and Sir W4/, Parkins ask't him what- 
Roger: ſaid, and he told him that he bid him tell his Maſter, if he wou'd comg.to.him 
he wou'd be ready at home for him.

Parkyns, It may as well be interpreted that way as the other. 

L. C. F. Treby. I muſt leave that to the Jury. And I confeſs, if there were not ſome- 
ahat more in the caſe, you might the better argue upon this, as to the Interpretation. 
But laying aſide the conſideration of your, riding into Leiceſterſhire, &c. here is this-provi- 
ding of Arms, proved by 4 or 5 Witneſſes, and the ſervingof them in chat manner; and 
there is no account given by you, that they were provided for the ſerwice of the Govern- 
ment, or that you were imployed fo to do. Certainly it 15 not lawfull to provide Arms, 
eſecially for a whole Troop, as for ought I perceive here was, tho” indeed I am nor skil- 
ſullenough in thoſe buſineſſes, to know how many make” up a Troop : bur it's plain here 
was an InſurreCtion intended, when the Invaſion was made ; and that is an Evidence, that 
theſe Arms were to be imployed upon that 2ccount, for no orher uſe was to be made of 
them, nor is pretended. If you had found thoſe Arms in your Houſe (as you fay) it had 
been your Duty to have delivered them up, or diſpoſed of them ro the Uſe and Service of 
the Government; which ſervice too, could only be when you had a Commiſſion from the 
Government, ;and not of your own head. And then, beſides all this, you acknowledg'd 
that you hada Troop of old Soliders. | 

Parkyns. Ir is but ſlidingly that, for he only tells you, that a Troop would be compo- 
ſed of old Soldiers. 

L. C. F. Treby.” How can that be? when he ſays, he repeats your own words, My 
Troop conſiſts of 'old Soldiers; can any body fay, that his Troop conſiſts of old Soldiers, 
without having a Troop.

Mr. Fuſtice Rokeby. If your Lordſhip expedts that I ſhould deliver my opinion, I am 
ready todoit, Astohis matter of Law that Sir William Parkyns has prod, he ſays, 
There are not two Witneſſes to the ſamez Over-AR, - and therefore no Evi ence of Trea- 
fon ; rrulv, IT take it, and always did, that the Law is, there need not be two Witneſſes 
ro the ſame Orert-Act ; but ifthere be two Witneſſes, one whereof ſpeaks to one Overt- 
AR, and another to anortiſtr Overt-Act of the ſame Species of Treaſon, theſe are two 
Witneſſes within the Law. Now 1 think, there arerwo Overt-Acts in the Indictment of 
this Treaſon. The Treaſon is compaſling the Death of the King; che Overc-Acts are firſt 
the particular Deſign of the Aſſaſſination upon his perſon, and the other is the bringing 
in of a foreign Force, and preparing Horſes and Arms to meet that foreign Force here : 
all this to the ſame Intent and Purpoſe, the compaſling and imagining the King's Death, 
Now beſides that of the Aſſaſſination, there arg a great many Witneſles that prove there 
were Arms prepared ; for there are found a great Quantity, whenthey open'd the Boxes, 
which Boxes, it is plain, he himſelfſent down tq cc gou) Houſe: For tho? Charnock writ 
a Letter, yer it was by his Direction, as he own'd to Haywood, when he was here in 
Town. And then his Servarit ferch'd them away. from thig place, and this I take to be a» 
nother Overt-Act, and proved by ſeveral Witneſſes. Sir liam Parkyns ſpeaks of his 
being a Gown-man, but I do not know. what a Gown-man has to do with ſuch a quan-

Vert the Government as it is eſtabliſhed by Law, whereby every man enjoys his 
own property, and the freedom of his perſon, and thoſe that will be quiet way have 
their liberty and property preſerved intire to them, but ſome people are ſo very 
impatient of ſubmitting ro the Law, that chey cannot be content to be in ſervitude 
themſelves,bar chey muſt needs;do all they can tojbringic upon their'fellow Subjects- 
And it were very well if that thoſe who are in love with ſlavery wonld but go '

recolleted hinflf, and acknowledged the miſtake ; and afterwards ſaid ir was 
from Somerſet Houſe, ' So there were the 5 Horſes, 3 whereof Sir Wiliam Parks 
was to mount, and 2 Captain Porter, as he himſelf ſays 5 and theſe Facts I inftance 
in.as making a concurring Evidence, and very near to two Witneſles to prove this

Then, Gentlemen, Captain Porter goes further, and ſays, that he had heard (bur 
Sir William Parkyns did not tel] him fo himſelf) that Sir F511;am Parkyns had a Com- 
miſſion to raiſe a Regiment of Horſe, and was preparing ſo to do, againſt the time 
of the Invaſion, to joyn with the Forces that were to come from abroad. To con- 
firm which we have called Mr. Sweet to give you an account, that he had been ac- 
quainted with Sir Wm. Parkyns for 3. years, and that he had often talkt with him 
abour the King, that is his preſent Majeſty, whom he called the Prince of Oravge, 
and the little Gentleman z and about King Fames, whom he uſed to call always the 
King ; and he faid the King wasto land vety ſpeedily, and that he had a Troop 
which conſiſted of 01d Soldiers, and that there were ſeveral Volunteers that were 
Officers. he ſaid he was ro take a Journey into Leiceſterſhire, *and accordingly he 
went; and when he returned back agzin -he (aid, the Welt and the North were 
very well inclined to the King's Intereſt, or to that purpoſe. And to ftrengthen his 
Evidence we Prove, that he did go accordingly into Leiceſterſhire, and: we prove it 
by his Servant that went-with him, where he mer with ſeveral perſons, particularly 
one Tarborough and a Parſon 3 what they did tranſa& the Servant cannot prove, bur 
he is a concurring Wicneſs to prove, that he went into Leiceſterſhire; and we have 
all the reaſonin the world to believe cftat he went on that Errand that he ſpoke of 
before, that is to meet che Kings Friends, as he called-King James. And thenthere 
is a further concurring Evidence of his having a Regiment,/ or a Troop, . it is noc 
material whether ir be one orthe'other; and that is the matrer of the Arms, 4dozen 
of Swords, 3z Carbines, 35 Cafes of Piſtols, 'that were'tud-in the Garden of his 
Houſe; and theſe Arms we Have traced futther , "he-ſent-them from his Houſe to 
Haywards Aouſe, there he thought they woltld nor lye (afe, and therefore'Sir #idiam 
Parkys (ends for thein privately ; they'were'to come away ar night, andbe- broughc 
back ro his Houſe, they wete accordingly btogghe {back - in rhe-clight 6 his 
Houſe, and there-they were buriedy-and the fame * aged theor'raken up afrer- 
wards, which brought them to'Sir 91MiamPokyns Houſe, and provesthey were the 
ſame Boxes that were buried, and which apon opthing-+proved to be theſe Arms 
that were firſt ſeit ro Haywoeds, arid aftetwards brought back to his own Houſe: 

So that this, Gentlemen, is #concutritng Evidence to whar. Sweer fays, and 
to what Porter ſays, arid thoſe ate theo Wirneffes 29 thispart of the Treaſon, rhar 
ther we a proviſion of Mtns and Menfor'this purpoſe; whith he ſaid-he kad a Com- 
miſſion for, 5 \ A ET $703 

Now , Gentlemen, "againſt 'all' rfris He - makes but ia very ſmall ObjeRion.

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Gentlemen, This is the Sum and Subſtance of the Evidence that is given 
againſt Sir William Parkyns. Now we are to conſider what Sir William ſays for 
himſelf : He does admit, and agree, That what Porter ſays is very poſitive and 
full ; but that is butthe Evidence of one Witneſs: For, ſays he, by the Law no 
Perſon ought to be convicted of High-Treafon, upon the Teſtimony of one 
Witneſs. As to the Matter of Law he is in the right; No Man ought to be 
convicted of Treafon upon the Teſtimony of a ſingle Witneſs. Now firſt ſup- 
poſe the Deſign to: Aﬀaflinate the King had not been proved ; eonſider then 
whether there be not'Two Witneſſes beſides. Porter proves, That Chernock, 
was ſent into France by Sir William Parkyns, and others, - upon that Er- 
rand ; to which, if you add the Teſtimony of Sweer, that ſwears, Thar 
Sir William Parkyns told him the King wou'd Land, and he had a Troop, and 
had bought Saddles; and what is fad coricerning his going into Leiceferſhire, 
and his having a ny of Arms: If all which be underſtood in purſuance 
of the Deſign againſt His preſent Majeſty, then there are at leaſt Two Witneſſes 
of ſeveral Overt-Ats of the ſame Treaſon. 


For, Gentlemen, Imuſt tell you, tho' there had been no Evidence of a De- 
ſign to Affaſlinate the King, but the Deſign and Purpoſe had beeri to.Depoſe 
him, and ſet the late: King upon the Throne, or join with a Force to invade 
the Realm, that is High-Treaſon within the Statute of 25 Edw. the Thitd, as 
being Deſigning the: Death and Deſtruction of the King. There hath been 
a full Proof by Two Witneſſes if what Sweer, and the other Witneſſes” beſides 
Porter ſay, doe prove Sir William Parkyns, to be concerned in that Deſign, 


which ſhall be Conſidered' further of by and by. 


Bur in the next place, ſuppoſe that the Meetings at the Kings-head in Leaden- 
Hall Street, and at Meowntjoy's had not been proved : but the Deſign to Aﬀafſi- 
nate the King is proved by one Warnels, and the providing Men and-Arms 
to fight againſt him is proved by one other Witneſs: This is a Proof of the 
ſame Treaſon ; for though the Overt-acts be ſeveral, yet they both tend to 
the ſame end, the Deſtrution of the King, though in a di r- manner ; 
and though the Law requires two Witneſſes to the ſame fort of Treaſon,

Beſides it is obſervable upot this point, which my Brother has mentioned,
